The total 


attendance for the grades last year 
was 1304, and it is expected that 
this year's registration will be fully 
as large, according to Supt. H. 0. 
Saxvlk. 


The high school, which was built 


to accommodate 300 pupils, has suf- 
fered from crowded conditions for 
the past four years, but with the 
opening this year of the Roosevelt 
school, grade pupils will he provided 
with ample room, Mr Saxvik said. 


No -new courses will be offered in 


the high 
school, 
but 
all 
former 


courses will be given, and the re- 
quirements of four years of English, 
two of mathematics, two of history, 


••two of foreign language, civics, U. 


S. history, and physical 
training, 


and one. solid science, will remain 
the same.

books on Monday, although payment 
need not he made until TuesMay.

Berlin, Aug. 29.—German Reich-

high 
school going on all this week, every­ 
thing will be in readiness for the 
opening of the city schools on Mon­ 
day, Sept. 1. The first day’s session 
will last only during the morning. 
The double tuition fee not going 
into effect, it i.s expected that a 
large number of country children 
will again attend the high school. 
Last year 
160 of the 492 students 
enrolled were children 
who came 
from outside of the city. The total 
attendance for the grades last year 
was 1304, and it is expected that 
this year’s registration will be fully 
as large, according to Supt. H. O. 
Saxvik. 
The high school, which was built 
to accommodate 300 pupils, has suf­ 
fered from crowded conditions for 
¿ the past four years, but with the 
' opening this year of the Roosevelt 
school, grade pupils will he provided 
with ample room, Mr. Saxvik said. 
No new courses will be offered in 
the high school, but all former 
courses will be given, and the re­ 
quirements of four years of English, 
two of mathematics, two of history, 
'•two of foreign language, civics, U. 
S. history, and physical 
training, 
and one solid science, will remain 
the same. 
Pupils in the grades and the high 
school are asked to buy their text 
books on .Monday, although payment 
need not be made until Tuefday. 
During the summer a number of 
pupils who have needed an extra cre­ 
dit to make their grade, havg re- 
ceivei summer instruction frem tu­ 
tors. Others who tailed in some 
of their last year’s work, will be 
forced to take the work again this 
year. 
Of the fifty-one teachers w^io 
make up the staff for the public 
schools this year, :^l but nine were 
here last year.

I never 
had a date with ‘Babe’ alone. And 
Dickie and I were never engaged— 
just friends. 
“When we went to places on the 
South Side ‘Dick’ didn’t like it be­ 
cause fellows he knew there would 
come o.ver to our table and want to 
dance with me. And on the North 
Side, fellows I knew would try to 
butt in. So we finally agreed that 
when we went together he should 
have every dance but one.” 
If there was anything insane or 
abnormal or indicating deficient emo­ 


tion about her two friends. “Bud" 
doesn't recall it. 
“My family thought it was a joke 
when they heard the boys had been 
arrested and teased me about having 
a date with a jailhird,” she narrat-’-'. 
“Dick was at the house two even­ 
ings after the murder. He was just 
the same as always. He started talk­ 
ing about how terrible it was, and 
mother said she didn’t like to think 
of it. 
"He called me up the day after the 
murder. When I said I didn't know 
anything of it, he got a paper and 
read me the account over the phone. 
“The only queer thjng about Dick's 
disposition was his moo<lishness. He 
would take spells of being silent and 
distant, sometimes two or' three 
times in an evening. 
Acted Like High School Freshman 
“I think ’Babe,’ though was pretty 
cold and unemotional. Dick was un­ 
usually affectionate. He is the kind 
that likes petting whenever he can 
get any encouragement from the girl. 
“Dick tried to conceal his education 
and acted like a high school fresh­ 
man. ‘Babe’ wanted to impress you 
with his. But neither one paraded 
his wealth. 
"One thing that surprises me, now 
that everything about the boys has 
come out, is Di J’s'ii drinkifig. He took 
drinks three or four times while I 
was with him. But I told him I didn’t 
like it, and it was very seldom he 
ever did. 
“I used to think he was unusually 
truthful. He had the most convinc­ 
ing way you ever listened to. Some 
of the things he told me have turned 
out not to be so, though. 
“Dick did not like animals. 
I 
brollght in a little Pomeranian dog 
once, and Dick climhed up on the 
piano bench so it couldn’t touch him. 
“ Both of the boys were greatly im­ 
pressed with their fathers. Dick’s 
father was more strict than Mr. Leo­ 
pold. ‘Babe’ would drink liquor at 
home, but Dick’s father wouldn’t 
stand for it. Whenever Dick was 
going to^be out late, he always call­ 
ed up to let them know at home. Or 
nt least he said he did. 
“One funny thing about Dick was 
the way he used to say, every day or 
two, ‘I don’t sec why you want to go 
with me. You must find me bore- 
some.’ And he was not boresome at 
all. But sometimes ‘Babe’ was.”

appeal h« may make to the imagi­ 
nation of the average voter here. 
Well informed people here *arc 
much interested in what LaFollett* 
may do in the Northwest, hut if one 
suggests the likelihood of him gar­ 
nering some electoral votes 
they 
raise their eyebrows in surprise. On 
the whole, it is agreed. LaFollette 
will be on the outside in the pres­ 
idential race in the middle west. 
The war record of the Wisconsin 
Senator also has militated against 
him. The editor of a large publi­ 
cation which is supporting LaFol- 
Ictte said that he believes the people 
thought more seriously of his war 
record than his extreme political 
views. 
Coolidge Ahead 
Inquiry in many quarters bring 
the opinion that Coolidge is 
out 
ahead of Davis in the presidential 
sprint at this time. 
The people, 
both Republicans and 
Democrats, 
appear to have confidence i'n him. 
A hot gubernatorial race is to he 
staged in Indiana this fall, with 
the Republican candidate backed hy 
the Klan. It is agreed that' Cool­ 
idge is much stronger than this can­ 
didate, who has always been a good 
vote getter. 
John W. Davis is regarded as a 
high class man, but the average 
middle westerner appears to have 
come to the belief that Coolidge rep­ 
resents a sane, orderly system of 
government, and it is up to the peo­ 
ple to stick by such a 
candidate 
when he is being assailed by the 
threat of LaFollette. There appears 
to be no fright over the prospect of 
the third party throwing the elec­ 
tion into the national house. And 
the LaFollette movement is regarded 
as an interesting sidelight on the 
campaign, to be forgotten in a few 
years. Want Safe Government 
Perhaps industrial conditions have 
had something to do with the ap­ 
parent trend toward Coolidge. .The ‘ 
middle we.st, growing each year to 
be more industrial than agricultural, 
has been fairly prosperous, but busi­ 
ness conditions have been shaky this 
summer, with such uncninioymenr. 
The Republican administration is re­ 
garded as a safe anchor to cling to. 
The upward trend of farm prices 
has brought about a good feeling 
in Indiana, with the farmers making 
money again, land 
beginning 
to 
move and optimism returning. This 
is true, even though the corn 
is 
backward and a frost before Septem­ 
ber 15 might greatly damage the 
crop.The Republican leaders are not 
ready to admit that LaFollette will 
get all the labor votes. The state 
builders union, in convention yes­ 
terday, indorsed LaFollette but after 
a hard fight on a close vote. 
Newspapers of the middle west 
already have begun to give less at­ 
tention to LaFollette, not because 
they desire to stifle publicity but 
because he is less interesting since 
the third party made its splash into 
the political waters.

Examining the note book records. Professor Flugel found 
that there are 22 main causes of pleasure and 24 causes for 
displeasure. Many are not as important as we imagine at 
the time. 
Food produces a pleasurable feeling amounting to less j» 
than 6 per cent of a person’s total emotions, “tender emotion” 
less than 1 per cent, “companionship and society” only a 
quhrter of 1 per cent of the total. 
Fatigue, it was learned, is responsible for less than 4 per 
cent of all emotions, sorrow 1 per cent, embarrassment a 
half of 1 per cent. 


One trouble with compiling these statistics of emotions 
is that a thing may cause pleasure on one occasion and dis­ 
pleasure on another. 
For example: 
The fragrant odors 
of a well-cooked dinner are highly pleasing to a hungry man. 
But the reaction is apt to be the opposite if the same mgn 
has just gorged himself on the same food. 
Nothing is quite as enticing as the thing we can’t have. 
In fact, according to another authority, Professor J, W. 
Bridges, it is only when instinct is thwarted that emotion 
develops. 
But the “figgers” seem to show that there’s more pleas­ 
ure than pain in the world, even when life is not running 
smoothly. A good thing to remember when we’re blue. And, 
too, we couldn’t experience pleasant emotions to serve as 
contrast. 
' 
Joy and pain—physical, mental or emotional—are mat­ 
ters of contrast.

Even when life is most unpleasant, you have more 


pleasure than unhappiness. 
You don't believe it? 
Then 


you have a bone to pick with Professor J. C. Flugel, senior 
lecturer in philosophy and psychology in University College, 
London. 
, 
Flugel got the notion that pleasure always outbalances 


displeasure. To prove it, he had nine men live an "unpleas- 
ant life for a month. They jotted down, in their note books, 
every feeling they experienced. 
. 
Averaging the scores, Flugel found that, out of every 


100 feelings or emotions experienced by his investigators, 
68 were pleasant and only 32 unpleasant. 


The gloomiest man of the crowd was amazed to learn, 


when he finally checked up; that he had been happy 46 per 
cent of the time, unhappy 36 per cent, and "on the fence" 
the rest of his month. 


Examining the note book records, Professor Flugel found 


that there are 22 main causes of pleasure and 24 causes for 
displeasure. 
Many are not as important as we imagine at 


the time. 


Food produces a pleasurable feeling amounting to less* 


than 6 per cent of a person's total emotions, "tender emotion" 
less than 1 per cent, "companionship and society" only a 
quarter of 1 per cent of the total. 


Fatigue, it was learned, is responsible for less than 4 per 


cent of all emotions, sorrow 1 per cent, embarrassment a 
half of 1 per cent.: 


One trouble with compiling these statistics of emotions 


is that a thing may cause pleasure on one- occasion and dis- 
pleasure on another. 
For example: 
The fragrant odors 


of a well-cooked dinner are highly pleasing to a hungry man. 
But the reaction is apt to be the opposite if the same man 
has iust gorged himself on the same food. 


Nothing is quite as enticing as the thing we can't have. 
In fact, according to another authority, Professor J. W. 


Bridges, it is only when instinct is thwarted that emotion 
develops. 


But the "figgers" seem to show that there's more pleas- 


ure than pain in the world, even when life is not running 
smoothly. A good thing to remember when we're blue. And, 
too, we couldn't experience pleasant emotions to. serve as 
contrast. 


Joy and pain—physical, mental or emotional—are mat- 


ters of contrast

A new system of numbering auto­ 
mobile license tags will be used in 
North Dakota next year, to combat 
auto thieves, make easier to catch 
violators of speed and other laws, and 
to facilitate the work of the Motoir 
Vehicle Registration Department. 
Heretofore, the automobile regis­ 
trations have been divided between 
Fords and ‘‘non-Fords’’, with num­ 
bers from 1 to 50,000 for "non-Fords" 
and above 50,000 for Fords. Und«Jr 
the new system, both series of num­ 
bers will start with No. 1, but tlic 
Ford license tags will be distinguish­ 
ed with an additional letter “F ”. 
The new plan will cause an ab­ 
sence of large license numbers, none 
being over 100,000. and will make it 
easier to recognize a car license in 
case of accident or for some other 
reason it is desired to catch a motor 
car number quickly. It will bring in 
additional revenue, according to John 
Tucker, motor vehicle regi.strar, be­ 
cause it will not be so easy to switch 
numbers. Many persons, he believes, 
have bought a Ford tag and when 
they obtained a Ford truck used the 
old license tag. 
For the year 1925, Ford passenger 
car license tags will have the letter 
"F ” preceding the number as will 
Ford trucks, while “non-Fords“ will 
have no numeral designation in atf- 
dition to the number. 
The department is ordering 123,000 
tags for 1925, anticipating an increase 
in the number of automobiles in the 
state. About 1115,000 tags will be us­ 
ed hy the end of this year. The re­ 
ceipts of the department, amounting 
to over $760,000 to date, equal the 
entire business of 1923 
*i'he colors chosen for 1925 are: 
Passenger car li>-ense tags, back­ 
ground, purple; 
numerals, white. 
Trucks, backgrouna, robin blue; nu­ 
merals. black. 
The color for 1924 is an aluminum 
background with black numerals.

London, Aug. 29.—Lord Banbury 
who as Sir Frederick Banbury, was 
among the most consistent diehards 
who ever sat in the House of Com­ 
mons, has lost none of his conser­ 
vatism since he shifted to the House 
of Lords. 
His Lordship stirred up a hornet’s 
nest by declaring in opposition to 
Lord Astor’s bill to permit peeresses 
in their own right to sit in the 
House of Lords, that the contem­ 
plated action would lower the dig­ 
nity of the 
upper chamber. The 
right which the bill would confer 
would affect only about a dozen 
peeresses, but it has always elicited 
strenuous opposition because of its 
supposed revolutionary tendency. 
Did their lordships propose. Lord 
Banbury asked, that the body which 
for centuries had been a model of 
a parliamentary house should “lose 
dignity in order to secure efficiency 
by admitting women?” 
Women Angry 
But what has made women of Eng­ 
land—in politics and out of politics 
—mad as March hares was Lord 
Banbury’s accusation that 
women 
made an unfair exercise of the priv­ 
ilege of sex in their participation in 
politics. 
“ Where are we going to stop if we 
begin this way?” queried Lord Ban­ 
bury. “Men and women are different 
and ,vou cannot prevent a woman 
from exercising in Parliament the 
privilege of her sex which she h" 
been accustomed to exercise. Women 
exercise their fascination unwitting­ 
ly, and men could not treat them as 
equals in Parliament;” 
Some Comments 
“All nonsense,” said Dorothy Jew- 
son. Labor Member of Parliament 
from Norwich. “Lord Banbury has 
opposed all progressive measures all 
his life." 
“The noble Lord’s speech is most 
ungallant and had it come from any 
one else it might have been taken 
seriously,” said . Lady Terrington, an­ 
other woman M. P. 
“There has been no loss of dignity 
since women came into the House of 
Commons," said Mrs. Wintringham, 
another woman member. 
Lady Astor declined to make any 
comment on Lord 
Banbury’s out­ 
burst. When he was in the House 
of Commons Lord Banbury antagon­ 
ized virtually every reform measure 
which Lady Astor put forward and 
the parliamentary tilts between the 
venerable diehard and the vivacious 
American woman 
enlivened 
many 
sessions of the House of Commons. 
But they are the best of friends 
outside of politics, and Lady Astor 
apked to be excused from engaging 
in a controversy with an old friend.
